DR. GOLDMANN: “ TIME IS 
RUNNING SHORT” 


British Policy Criticised 
From our Own Correspondent 


New YorK 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the Joint 
Chairman of the Jewish Agency, said 
here on Wednesday that “time is 
running short” and if the West did 
not act swiftly the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict might deteriorate into war. 


Speaking at a press conference on his 
arrival from Israel, Dr. Goldmann chided 
America with the lack of a Middle East 
policy and described Britain as “ clearly 
unfriendly to Israel.” 

Dr. Goldmann said that Britain was 
always irying to satisfy the Arabs. He 
added: “It is not just hatred for Israel 
or antisemitism,’ but “ Eden prefers the 
Arab world.” The Western Powers. and 
America in particular, Dr. Goldmann 
argued, must check the explosive Middle 
East situation which the supply of Soviet 
arms had created. 


which the Egyptian rulers had never 
concealed—-to wage war on Israel! 
Israel, they said, was therefore faced 
with an explosive situation, responsi- 
bility for which rested not only on the 
Egyptian Junta, but also on those 
countries, Britain as well as Russia, 
which unceasingly supplied offensive 
arms to Egypt and denied defensive 
weapons to Israel. Both Ministers 
made it clear that Israel's aim was 
peace, but that the frontiers and the 
lives of citizens must be defended.

additional year would be spent in estab- 
lishing settlements in the south, building 
defence installations, and helping immi- 
grants. 

They would be grievously at fault, he 
added. if they did not recognise 
the imminent danger of attack by Egypt— 
and perhaps not only that country—and 
if they did not prepare in good time to 
defend themselves to the limit of their 
moral, economic, and military capacity. 
But at the same time they would be guilty 
of a serious error if they assumed that war 
was unavoidable. 

There was one certain method of pre- 
venting war—the speedy supply to Israel 
of defensive arms—arms of the same kind 
and quality as those being supplied to 
Egypt 

Every member of the Cabinet, said Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, was firmly opposed to a war 
initiated by Istacl. The maintenance of 
peace ‘was preferable even to victory in 
war, which involved ruin and destruction 
for both parties and intensified hatred 
between nations. After Israel's victory 
in one war a second round was possible, 
and after victory in a second round a third

Mr. Neville Laski, Q.C.. who was

Mr. Mark Labovitclr, Chairman of the 
Representative Council, made __—ithis 
announcement after a special] meeting of. 
the Council's executive at his house on 

Tuesday. 
“| am sure,” he stated at the meeting, 
“that we are all more than happy that 
this period of anxicty has come to an end, 
and, above all, that a fellow-Jew has been 
cleared in respect of allegations which, at 
this time, made against a member of the 


Jewish community, cannot have been 
more sinister nor more offensive 
‘Mr. Neville Laski, Q.C., was chosen 


to conduct the investigation because of 
his standing at the English Bar and his 
long experience of Jewish affairs. I am 
sure we are much indebted to him for 
taking on and discharging a task at once 
delicate and distasteful. 


“Good out of Evil” 


“TI think it right to point out that in 
a sense 2 has come out of evil,” Mr. 
Labovitch said. .‘“ The rumours, which 
are now dissipated and destroyed, served, 
as it were, to set in motion a chain of 
events which have become of national, 
if not international, significance. They 
have served to reveal a traffic in arms to 
Egypt through devious channels, which 
all are agreed must be stopped. In this 
sense a service of no small importance 
has been done to Israel. 

* It ts of importance also tha: I should 
again question the right of individuals to 
act independently of the constituted and 
elected representative body of the com- 
munity. The Council acted with prompti- 
tude: Its officers did what was proper 
in an extremely difficult and delicate 


situation. 

‘The press,” he added, “ exists to 
obtam and publish news. We may not 
like publicity, but the publication of news 
and comment thereon is part of the price 
we inevitably pay for liberty and freedom 
of speech. We must not be too astute 
to seek to defeat the anxiety of the agents 
of the press to obtain news. My col- 
leagues and I have been bombarded ever 
since this piece of news first broke, on 
a continuous volley of questionin 
have done our best to cope with thi this.

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HEBREW SEMIN AR AT CARMEL COLLEGE 
Courses for 120 Students 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Hebrew seminar, which lasted 
for two weeks, organised by the Jewish 
Agency Department for Education and 
Culture, in conjunction with the 
Education Department of the British 
Zionist Federation, at Carmel Col -ege, 
Mongewell Park, Wallingford, Berks, 
was concluded on Sunday. 

It was the thirty-first Hebrew seminar 
arranged in this country by Mr. Levi 
Gertner, who is the Director of both the 
Jewish Agency Department and the Z.F. 
Education Department, and .it was 
attended by 120 students, mainly from 
the universities and from the Jewish youth 
movements. 

The programme included religious ser 
vices, as well as special shiurim on reli- 
gious subjects. For the first time a whole 
course on Yidiyat Ha aretz—-Palestino- 
graphy and knowledge of modern Isracl 
~formed part of the curriculum. 

The participants were divided into three 
groups, according to their knowledge of 
Hebrew. All the lectures for the advanced 
group were given in Hebrew and they 
deah with Hebrew literature from Biblical 
io modern tmes, 


The Dead Sea Scrolls 


In his lecture on Biblical literature, Dr 
M. Wallenstein, Lecturer in Modern 
Hebrew at Manchester University, eared 
the importance of the recently discovered 
Dead Sea Scrolls for the clarification of 


some hitherto obscure passages in the 
Bible. 
Mr. David Patterson, Lecturer in the 


Semitic Department of Manchester Uni- 
versity, described in a series of talks the 
Haskala (Enlightenment) literature, ts 
social and cultural background, and is 
militant educational character. 

Mr. Gertner dealt with Modern Hebrew 


prose, tracing its development into a 
spoken vernacular. 
Iwo of the lecturers were from the 


Hebrew. University—Dr. C. H. Ben-Sason, 
Lecturer in Medieval Jewish History, whe 
spoke about the relations and connection: 
between the Jewish people in the Diaspora 
and the Land of Israel: and Professor | 
Tishbi, whose series of talks was con- 
cerned with the background, development 
and teachings of the Chassidic movement. 

Professor Tishbi dealt particularly with 
the new meaning which Chassidism had 
given to some Cabbalistic terms and con- 
ceptions, and with the connection which. 
in his opinion, had existed beiween the 
Chassidic movement and the movement ol! 
Sabbatai Zevl. 

In other groups the main subiccts of 
study were Hebrew language, Hebrew

literature, and the T’nach, The teachers 
included three Israclis, who arc now study- 
ing in this country——Miss C. Hason, Miss

The success of this seminar, | was told 
by Mr. Gertner, was enhanced by the 
fact that it took place at Carmel College. 
The Principal of the College, Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen, took an active inicrest in 
the seminar and was also one of its guest 
lecturers, his subject being the aims of 
Jewish education. 

Dr. Nathan Morris, Director of the 
Central Department for Education and 
Culture of the Jewish Agency, who was 
another guest lecturer, reviewed the state 
of Jewish education in the Diaspora. With 
the increase of Jewish day schools in 
many countries, he stated, there was today 
more hope for an enlightened system of 
Jewish education than had been the. case 
for some time past. 

The relationship between Isracl and the 
Jewish communities in the Diaspora was 


reviewed by Mr. E. Livneh, the Israch 
writer. He expressed the view that to 
assure the continuing and active intcrest 


of Diaspora Jewry im the Zionist Move- 
ment and Israel, Jews who lived outside 
the State must be granted the right to 
rarticipate in its internal affairs, cultural 
and otherwise. 

The course of studies was interspersed 
with social gatherings, in which Israch 
artists participated and Isracli films were 
shown.

STERLING RELEASES TO 
ARAB STATES 
Increased Aid for Jordan 


Britain is to give increased financial 
aid to Jordan in the financial year 
1956-57, the Foreign Office announced 
last week, 


The subsidy to the Arab Legion will 
go up from £8,750,000 to £9,200,000. the 
annual interest-free ‘development loan rises 
from £1,750,000 to £2,250,000, and the 
grant-in-aid to meet Jordan's budgetary 
deficit from £750,000 -to at least 
£1,100,000, making a total of £12,550,000. 

From 1946 to the end of last year 
Britain provided Jordan with some 
£75,000,000, the greater part for the 
upkeep of the Arab Legion. 

Egypt this week drew £20,000,000 from 
her £130,000,000 sterling balance in 
Britain. This is in addition to British aid 
towards the Aswan High Dam project, for 
which Britain and the United States have 
offered an initial eran of £25.000,000

A WOMAN’S VIEW OF 


POLISH JEWRY 


Mrs. Marie Nahum’s 
Visit to Poland 


From our Manchester Correspondent 


The well-known Manchester com- 
munal worker, Mrs. Marie Nahum. 
recently visited Poland as a member 
of a delegation of ten British house- 
wives who had been ifvited by the 
League of Polish Women to visit the 
country. 


In an interview, Mrs. Nahum gave me 
some impressions of her visit, with par- 
ticular emphasis on her attempts to gather 
news of the remnant of the Jewish people 
there. She was the only Jewess among 
the British women and when she was 
asked by their chief guide, who spoke 
English if there was anvihing special 
she was interested in, she at once told 
her that she was a Jewess and was most 
surprised when the guide said: “So am 
and so my frend here” (another 
guide who did not speak English)

Great Expansion of 
Training Plans

The decision of the Isracli Govern- 


ment to admit 45.000 Jews from North | 


Africa in the current year involves a 
heavy and expensive programme of 
work on the part of organisations 
working in North Africa, and espect- 
ally Ort. 

The representatives of the Aliyah 
Department in Jerusalem decided from 
the beginning ‘to admit to Isracl only 
entire families, and stipulated that they 
must not suffer from any infectious 
disease, and that at least one membc: 
of each family musi be able to ply a 
productive trade. The latter condition 
calls for a great expansion of the work 
of Ort. which, since 1947, has built up 
a considerable system of training in North 
Africa. and in 1954 spent in this work 
in Morocco alone {22 million francs. 

It is useless to imagine that the 
problem of the Jews of North Africa is 
a mere matter of means of transport to 
Isracl. The outstanding necessity is to 
raise the productive carning capacity of! 
the North African Jew so as to enabk 
him to support himself in Israel. North 
Africa. or elsewhere, and to raise hi 
Vitality and self-respect—and this ts so 
whether he ts one of these who wil! 
have to watt for vears to go to Isracl

U.S.A. “ DISAPPROVES ” 
OF ARAB BOYCOTT 


—But No Protest Made

WASHINGTON 

A State Department spokesman has 
announced that the United States dis- 
approves of the action of certain 
Arab countries in refusing visas to 
Jews or boycotting forcign firms doing 
business with Israel. 

Asked whether Saudi Arabia was boy- 
cotting American firms owned by Jews, 
the spokesman said that he had no 
specific information. But he stressed that 
the State Department was aware of the 
Arab League States’ boycott of Israel and 
their refusal to grant visas to persons of 
the Jewish faith Whenever such cases 
arose in connection with American cill- 
zens, he added, the United States 
informed the Arab. countries that she did 
not recognise distinctions between its 
citizens. 

The spokesman declined to say whether 
the United States had ever protested to 
the Arab States about this maticr.

FAMILY REUNITED AFTER 17 YEARS 
From Auschwitz Through Siberia To Austria 


From our Correspondent 


VIENNA 
A 66-year-old Jewish tailor who 
survived the horrors of Nazi concen- 
tration camps and who was later 
deported by the Russians to Siberia 
has been reunited with his children 
after 17 years of separation. He is 


Mr. Salomon Fenster. one of a batch 
of 184 Austrian war prisoners recently 


would not dare to do so in daylight. 

At first—especially in Vorkuta—there 
were many Jews from Austria, Hungary, 
and Poland, as well as from the Soviet 
Union, who were able to. establish 
some kind of a community. In Omsk 
the famous Rabbi Loew from Kharkov, 


who was also sentenced to hard 
labour (Mr. Fenster could not, say what 
happened to him finally, as they were 
separated after a few months), had 
tried to hold the small group of Jews 
together, but the further East he went 

the smaller became 


the number of Jews 


and finally he did 
not find a single 
one. 

Mr. Fenster told 
me there were 
rumours in some of 
the camps that 
some of the guards 
were Jews, but 


if that had been the 
case none had made 
himself known to the 
prisoners. Only 
once a Russian 
officer had spoken a 
few words of Yid- 
dish to him. He had 


never seen him 
again. 

In general the 
prisoners had been 
well treated by the 
guards, but some- 


times a brutal soldier 


Mr. Salomon Fenster with his two sons f 


released by the Russian authorities. 

Mr. Fenster was arrested in Vienna in 
1939 by the Nazis and became an inmate 
of the Theresienstadt, Buchenwald, and 
Auschwitz concentration camps. He 
escaped the gas chambers at the very 
last moment. In 1945 he returned home 
and started to search for his family. but 
could not find any of his relatives. 
Neighbours told him that his wife and 
children had escaped to Poland, and he 
went there in search of them After 
fruitless efforts to find them he was 
arrested by the Russtans and deported 
to Siberia. 

While the bands were playing welcome 
home for the other prisoners reunited with 
their families on their return. Mr. Fenster 
Sal alone,-a man grown old bevond his 
years, broken in health and in spirit. 
None of his letters to his relatives from 
Siberia had been answered and he did 
not even know if his letters had been 
sent to them. 


A few days ago I met him again at the 
Jewish community's home for - aged 
people where he now-lives’ Gone was 


the look of frustration and hopelessness. 
His eyes were shining and his whole being 
appeared transformed because a miracle 
happened to him He has found his 
family! Not all of them—his wife and 


youngest son had been killed by the 
Nazis But two other sons and two 
daughters were alive! 

His sons had seen a notice in a 


newspaper and had come 
welcome him, one a waiter in Paris. and 
the other a pastry-cook in Oslo The 
two daughters, who are married to shop- 
Keepers im Australia, have established 
contact with their father, and he is pre- 
paring to visit them in the spring

Work and Prayer 


Meanwhile, he continues to work at {iis 
job and every Friday night and Shabtat 
morning he prays in the small synagogue 
of the Home. His strength has gone and 
hts spirit lacks buoyancy, but he is happy 
because he has found again the two most 
precious things tn his life: his God and 
his children. 

While Mr. Fenster was seeing me out 
a man entered the Home rather clegantly 
dressed in a fur-lined cloak. ** He arrived 
in Vienna yesterday from the Soviet 
Union,’.Mr. Fenster whispered. 

The new arrival, Mr. Rudolph Wesscly. 
was a 71-year-old watchmaker. who told 
me that he had travelled alone from the 
Urals where he had lived for the past 
17 years, first as a prisoner and later as 
a free man—free in so far as he could 
do what work he wanted. work where he 
liked, and keep the money he earned. 
But he was not allowed to move from 
place to place without a permit. No 
other Jews lived in his village, he told 
me. One Jew who was with him —a 
physician—left for the Ukraine to 
become a Soviet citizen, and another died. 

In contrast to Mr. Fenster, Mr. Wessely 
looked younger than his years and told 
me that he did not worry about the 
future. When I asked him about the 
whereabouts of his relatives he shrugged 
his shoulders. 

Mr. Fenster later gave me a few details 
of his detention in the Soviet Union. 
The treatment he received, he said. 
had not been unduly harsh. but the work 
had been hard, the lodging primitive, and 
the food not good. Wherever he had 
travelled he had found no Jewish reli- 
gious life, and kosher food was unobtain- 
able. After a few months one did not 
even know the dates of the Jewish Holy- 
days, and if somebody wanted to pray he 


vented his anger on 
Captive was 

heavily punished if 
such a fact became known to the com- 


mander. Adghough a Jew sentenced for 
“ political crimes” he had experienced 
no antisemitism.

DANGER OF ATTACK BY ARABS

round was possible. Then there was no 
end to the business. 


Reviewing the history of the armistice 
agreements, the Premier said that Arab 
regular and irregular forces had caused 
884 Isracli casualties (dead and wounded) 
in five years, including 258 in the past 
year alone. 

Apart from Israc] and Turkey, the 
Premier continued, all Middle Eastern 
countries were immersed in a whirlpool 
of disturbances. In this confused, crazy, 
and electrified atmosphere a spark from 
any quarter might start a conflagration, 
the extent and results of which none could 
foresee. 

Referring to the gucrrilla warfare being 
by Israel's neighbours, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion said this unceasing campaign was 
designed by Arab rulers to destroy Isracl 
without their running the risk of a frontal 
attack. The Arabs stood in fear of Israel's 
defence forces, which, without doubt, were 
the most efficient in the Middle East in 
training, devotion, and morale. But 
throughout these past years, the Arab 
armies, and even Egypt alone, had enjoyed 
a quantitative superiority in armaments. 
However, apart from naval armaments, 
where Egypt had a qualitative superiority 
also, Isracl’s weapons were not until 
recently inferior in quality to those of the 
Arabs. The Czech arms deal had trans- 
formed the situation in the gravest and 
most dangcrous 


Appeal to World Jewry 


It was his duty, he said, to draw the 
attention of the Knesset and of the people 
of Israel, and as far as possible of decent 
public opinion in the world, to the terrible 
danger and pernicious objective of this 
flow of Soviet arms to Egypt, which was 
constantly being augmented by a flow of 
British arms. These arms, Soviet and 
British, were intended exclusively for an 
attack against Isracl 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said he did not advo- 
cate an emergency régime. There was no 
need to encourage fear and spread panic. 
But they had to establish forthwith a 
régime of mass voluntary effort [hey 
needed thousands of instructors, teachers. 
doctors, dnd nurses to accelerate the pro- 
cess of integrating newcomers. 

Referring to the recent voluntary effort 
to establish a defence fund for arms, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said that much more money 
was needed. An appeal for assistance 
would have to be made to world Jewry 
because the burden was too heavy for 
Israel to bear alone. 

He emphasised, however, that the initial 
effort must come from the Israchs them- 


selves, and he called for a minimum COn- 
tribution of ten days’ pay and 10 pec: cent 
of their profits from those who could 
afford it. 

Mr. Sharett condemned ihe recent 
speech by Mr. Khruschev. delivered he 
said, “at a time when we thought that 
scrious discussion between us and the 
Soviet Union, started in Jerusalem and 
Moscow; and continued in Geneva. was 
sull unfinished.” The Khruschey state. 
ment, he added, had aroused deep reeret 
and given gricvous offence. He quoted 
speeches by Sovict leaders in 1948 in which 
they st ongly criticised the Arab countries, 
particularly Egypt, for attacking Israel. 

Isracl, said the Forcign Minister, 
was not prepares to buy peace aft 
the price of concessions Which would sap 
her ability to live and which would 
encourage further encroachment § and 
destructive scheming against her, 
Serious discussion on the possibility of 
peace was proceeding between Israc! and 
the United States.

No Concessions

MEETING OF MIDDLE EASTERN ENVOYS 


Review of Policy 
By a Dipiomatic Correspondent 


The meeting of Middle Eastern 
Envoys called by the new Foreign 
Secretary, Mr. Selwyn I loyd, has been 
devoted to frank reporting by all the 
envoys and a gencral discussion. 

Lord Reading and Mr. Nutting. the 
Ministers of State, and most of the other 
top officials of the Forcign Office took 
part, and the results have been reported 
to the Prime Minister at regular intervals. 
Ihe Minister -of Defence, Sir Walter 
Monckton, was also present. 

Each envoy is belicved to have given 
an analysis of the stability of the régime 
rw IS accredited to, and there was also a 
discussion of what further moves the 
Soviet Union is likely to make in these 
countries. The degree of Soviet penetra- 
tion in the ruling circles of Egypt and 
Syria in particular is belicved to have 
heen discussed 
The result of the general discussion will, 
it is expected, be embodied in a general 
memorandum for the Prime Minister to 
take with him to Washington. where 
Some observers believe, an attempt will 
be made to hammer out a joint British- 
American policy for the Middle East and 
the Far East. The basis of this policy 
may be, by and large, a yielding by the 
U.S.A. to British views regarding the 
Middle East and the reverse procedure 
regarding the Far East, 

It is believed that Jordan, rather than 
Isracl, was one of the main topics of the 
discussion, particularly in view of. the 
rapid extension of Egyptian influence over 
Jordan. Even the position of the King 
is beheved not to be secure, and that 
fact explained the failure of Gencral 
Templer’s mission, which was undertaken. 
one 1s told, in disregard of the views of 
British officials on the spot. °

YIDDISH CULTURE IN ISRAEL 


By JACOB 


HEN writers meet you 
would expect them to 
discuss the latest books or 
the latest literary criticisms. When 
1 visited the Writers’ Club in Haifa 
—on a Shabbat afternoon—lI was 
surprised to hear, instead, com- 
munity singing. It was led by a 
young man, and the audience joined 
in with great zest. 

The texts of the songs, which had 
been handed out previously, were 
printed on single mimeographed sheets 
and produced for the occasion by the 
Municipality's Cultural Department, 
whose chairman presided over the 
gathering. One sheet contained the 
thesis of lecture to given 
the same afternoon.

Meltzer’s Achievement 


It was no accident that the poems 
of Meltzer were included in that 
programme of songs. He is considered 


one of the finest modern Hebrew 
poets. Hé was born in Galicia, went 
to Palestine in the early ‘thirties. and 
is now only 46. years of age. These 
facts are relevant to the position he 
occupies in Israeli literary circles. 
While the older Hebrew writers are 


to this day still affected by the con- 
(rovers) about Hebrew and Yiddish. 
dating back to the beginning of this 


century, Meltzer is rooted in the 
modern Yiddish literary tradition. 
though he writes exclusively in 
Hebrew. One of his greatest achieve- 


ments has been his translation of the 
whole of Peretz into Hebrew. He 
has just completed the first compre- 
hensive Hebrew anthology of Yiddish 
poetry, on which he worked for 
nearly 14 years. It is a Jarge volume 
and will be published shortly. 

Il asked Mr. Meltzer how he viewed 
the future of Yiddish and Yiddish 
literature in Israel, He was doubtful, 
In 50 years time, or even less, there 
would be few who could even. read 
Yiddish and, he added, there would 
be none who could translate from 
Yiddish. If a great effort was not 
made now to incorporate the treasures 
of Yiddish literature into modern 
Hebrew by way of translations, they 
might be lost for ever, at least as far 
as the Israeli reading public was 
concerned. 

We were sitting on the veranda of

Mindful of the influence which Biblical and 
Hebraic ideals have exerted upon British life 
and thought, they are resolved to remain true 
to their ancestral faith and worthy inheritors 
of. the traditions of this happy land. 


LAST CHANCE? 


WHATEVER the results which are achieved 
by the conference of Heads of Missions from 
the eight Middle Eastern countries, which is 
at present being held at the Foreign Office, 


- jt was a wise move on the part of the new 


Foreign Secretary, Mr. Setwyn LLiLoybD, to 
call these envoys together. Middle Eastern 
affairs are in a critical state, and British 
foreign policy in relation to those countries 
is urgently in need of an overhau!. Sir 
ANTHONY EDEN’S Guildhall speech, followed 
by the Government's abortive attempt to 
bribe Jordan into joining the Baghdad Pact 
with an offer of greater military support, have 
increased the instability and dangers in‘ the 
Middle East. Mr. Selwyn transfer 
to the Foreign Office in place of Mr. HAROLD 
MACMILLAN may; perhaps, give an oppor- 
tunity to the Government to reorientate their 
policy. As a first step it can certainly serve 
a useful purpose to ‘get first-hand accounts 
from the diplomats themselves. It frequently 
happens that the men on the spot have not 
only-a sounder appreciation of the local 
situation but are in a stronger position to 
formulate a realistic policy than are officials 
in Whitehall. The conference which is now 
taking place is bound to influence the views 
of Sir ANTHONY EDEN and Mr. SELWYN 
LLoyp in the talks which they are due to have 
with President EISENHOWER and Mr. DULLES 
in Washington at the end of this month. 
Although there are no signs as yet that the 
Government is prepared to follow a policy 
more favourable to Israel than that which was 


laid down in Sir ANTHONY EDEN’sS Guildhall : 


speech, there is no doubt that it has been 
shaken by the strength of public opinion. 
Not only ts there today a distinct cleavage 
as between Government and Opposition in 
regard to Middle Eastern policy, but even 
many sections of Conservative opinion are 
showing an uneasiness at the Government's 
handling of this difficult subject. The revela- 
tions concerning the traffic in surplus arms. 
especially Valentine tanks, and the clumsy 
manner in which the whole subject has been 
treated by the Government Departments con- 
cerned, have enhanced the public disquiet. 
The obyious failure of the Government's 
policy in appeasing the Arabs has lent addi- 
onal. weight to the representations made by 
the Labour and Liberal leaders to the Prime 
MINISTER to reconsider how the Government 
should implement the Tripartite Agreement 
“$0 as to provide an eflective deterrent to 
aggression, 

[he matter of the supply of arms has again 
raised in an acute form the whole question 
of the preservation of some kind of balance 
between Israel and the Arab States. Since it 
is NOW recognised that both the supply of 
Czech arms and surplus British war material 
to Egypt have completely upset the balance 
which was previously maintained by the three 
Western Powers, it is difficult to see how 
Britain and America can logically withstand 
the argument that they should allow supplies 
to be shipped to Israel. Such a step, more- 
over, would do more than any other to bring 
a measure of stability to the Middle East, 
and would be of great importance in giving 
both military and psychological aid to the 
people of Israel. Once again, and possibly 
for the last time before it is too late, the 
Western Powers must ask themselves whether 
they wish to help the State of Israel to survive. 
or whether they are prepared to. see this 
unique Outpost, together with the other strong- 


holds of Western influence in that area, 
submerged by the encroachments of Arab 
nationalism aided by Russian Communism, 
There is nothing in the post-war history of 
the Middle East to encourage the illusion that 
if the Arabs succeeded in driving the Israelis 
into the sea, they would not immediately set 
about the sequestration of British and 
American oil installations and properties. It 
will be far easier to defend Western interests 
with Israel than without her. 


“SCRAP” IN LEEDS 


BEHIND the now famous “tanks for Egypt ” 
story which began in Leeds recently, and 
which is now happily proved false with 
regard to the rumours against a Leeds Jewish 
business man, lics another curious domestic 


. story of communal ill-discipline in that city. 


It will be recalled that Mr. Eric Myers, a 
scrap dealer, in Leeds, heard that it was 
rumoured that he had sold scrap British 
tanks to Egypt, and he was, after his own 
approach and strong denials, immediately 
promised an inquiry by Mr. Mark Laso- 
vitcn, President of the Leeds Jewish Repre- 
sentative Council, on behalf of the Executive 
of the Council, The news—legitimate news 
—found its way into the press. This publicity 
was apparently to the distaste of some ind: 
vidual members of the local Representative 
Council, who seized the opportunity by way 
of retaliation to act in as unconstitutional a 
manner as it is possible to do. A few people 
took it upon themselves to summon a number 
of others to a private meeting, held at Zion 
House, which is not the venue of the Repre- 
sentative Council, and those who attended, 
numbering over thirty, were persuaded ulti- 
maiely to sign a letter which in the harshest 
possible terms—especially unpardonable in 
the light of later events—censured the President 
of the Council for the action he had taken. 
Apart from the wisdom or otherwise of Mr. 
LABOVITCH’s action—and it must be remem- 
bered that the final result of the inquiry 
conducted. by Mr. Nevitte Laski, Q.C., 
amply justified him—there is the question of 
how far an “ opposition’ is entitled to go. 
It must be accepted that the situation as seen 
by Mr. Lasovitcu and his Executive was an 
urgent one, and it must further be accepted 
that Hon. Officers, from the nature of their 


office, have sometimes to make quick 
decisions without putting into effect the 
cumbersome machinery of summoning a 


plenary meeting of the Council. If anyone 
objected to the steps taken, the proper con- 
stitutional way of expressing their view was 
to move a vote of censure at the next, or a 
requisitioned, meeting of the Council. 
Instead, there was this deplorable display by 
an unrepresentative gathering which reflects 
no credit on is participants. But at least 
Mr. LapovircH and Mr. Myers have the 
satisfaction of Knowing not only that the 
latter was cleared of the false rumours but that 
this little matter was the innocent means of 
putting newspapers and politicians on to the 
track of the real and bigger story of the deals 
with Egypt by a firm in Belgium. 


BRITISH ORT 


Mucu satisfaction will be felt by its many 
friends in this country at the news, which we 
print this week, that the activities of British 
Ort are about to be greatly expanded. The 
work.of this body ts being reorganised and a 
development campaign initiated. These 
intensified endeavours will be started under 
the happiest of auspices, as Mr. A. S. 
DIAMOND has consented to become Chairman 
and he will have the support of a strong 
Executive and Council. Last July, the third 
World Congress of Ort, held in Geneva, was 
attended by about 100 delegates from 19 
countries, which included representatives 
from Britain, the United States,. South 
Africa, North Africa, and most European 
coun ries. This gathering marked the 75th 
birthday oi the famous vocational training 
organisation which began its work in Russia 
in 1880. Plans have been formulated to 
enable British Ort to play a larger and 
worthier part in this world-wide philan- 
thropic movement. These plans have now 
happily resulted in the present strengthening 
of the organisation.in this country and in 
the welcome inauguration of a campaign for 
increased support. We would earnestly 
direct the attention of our readers to the 
particulars given on page 9 about Ort’s 
activities and responsibilities in North Africa.

“ Aboth de-Rabbi Nathan “~ is one of 
the so-called Minor Tractates of the 
Talmud, generally printed at the end 


of the fourth division of the Baby- 
lonian Talmud. It is a commentary 
to, and amplification of. the well- 
known tractate. Ahork, ~ Ethics of the 
Fathers, and 1s found in two 
versions . the current one and that 
published by Solomon Schechter. The 
title obscure and somewhat 
leading scholars still debate the 
identity of the Rabbi Nathan men- 
troned and his relation to the work 
which bears his name. In its present 
form the treatise is probably post- 
lalmudic, but its actual date of com- 
position ts as early as the lannastc 
period. Like Aboth itself. Aboth 
de-Rabhi Nathan 1s a valuable source

In a financial statement submitted at 
a recent meeting of the executive and 
committee of the Manchester Yeshiva, 
the President, Mr. Saul Rosenberg, 
said that during the last 12 weeks 
the overdraft in the current account 
had soared by £850 to the alarming 
heure of £2,040.

MARRIAGE & HUMAN RELATIONSHIPS 


OCIAL research is perhaps one 
of the features which landmark 
the present century. Curiosity 

and interest in the different types 
of human behaviour is felt on intel- 
lectual and emotional levels. At the 
same time, the ever increasing and 
developing technical skills require 
a deeper and wider understanding 
of the individual and his group. ‘So 
it.is that an objective social research 
into human behaviour has become 
more than ever ifnperative. 

A survey which has just been con- 
ducted with the help of a team of 
medical and sociological experts and an 
Advisory Council has been concerned 
with human relationships, particularly 
in so far as they apply to marriage 
and the family (the survey is shortly 
to be published). The results have 
been of more than ordinary interest 
and certainly ‘not without interest to 
us as Jews Over 6500 women 
answered a quesiionnaire As far as 
can be tained the number of 
jewish informants closely approxi- 
mated to the population figures for the

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THE TERCENTENARY COUNCIL 


Commemoration Fund 
Established 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—The Tercentenary Counc! is, 
as has already been announced, 
making an appeal to the community 
to signify its thanksgiving for 300 
years of freedom and happiness in this 
country, as well as confidence in its 
future, by the establishment of a 
Commemoration Fund, 

In conformity with these purposes the 
fund is to be devoted to the endowment 
of Readerships or Lectureships in Jewish 
studies at some of the British universities 
where none exist at present, and to assis- 
ing in the provision of youth leaders, both 
by maintenance grants during their train- 
ing and the augmentation of their salaries 


subsequently where this js necessary. 
Ihe first of these objects will help to 


spread more widely a knowledge and 
appreciation of the “legacy of Israel.” 
among Jewish and non-Jewish siudents, 


and so tend to a better understanding of 
the contribution which Judaism has made 
and can still make to what is best in our 
civilisation. The second object is needed 
to ensure that the Ingh standard of citizen- 
ship of which Anglo-Jewry has reason to 
be proud will be continued im future 
generations. 

Our community is most generous and 
already gives magnificently to many 
worthy causes at home and abroad. The 
Council hesitated to add yet another 
appeal, but felt that the celebration of 
sO important an event as the Tercentenary 


must also take a practical form by the 
creation of a Commemoration Fund 
devoted io aims which will be of lasting 
benefit both to Anglo-Jewry and to the 
country as a whole. 

Since it is now customary to have a 

‘target figure,” the Council has set as 
its aim the raising of £200,000, We are 
happy to say that early conimbutions to 
a preliminary list which has just been 
started are most encouraging. But the 
purpose of this letter is not to launch the 
appeal—that will be done later im the 
Tercentenary Year. 

We are writing to you because we have 
grounds for beheving that a number of 
institutions in London and the provinces 
intend to arrange functions, to which the 
word “ Tercentenary ~~ will be attached, 
for the purpose of making appeals for 
their own. objects. However deserving of 
support these institutions may be, we must 
point out that the occasion is not their 
Tercentenary but that of Anglo-Jewry, 
and it is important that confusion should 
be avoided. ccordingly, no appeai. or. 
indeed, function, ought to be so entitled 
unless it is under the auspices of the 
Council, which has been constituted on 
a broad and representative basis, and 
unless such appeal intended to 
reinforce the Commemoration Fund. 

We hope that the justice of Uns plea 
will be generally acknowledged and mem- 
bers of the Jewish public, when asked to 
support a “ Tercentenary function, will 
assure themselves of the nature of the 
fund for which their generosity being 
solicited.

The only ques- 
tion that still awaits our reply is: are 
we sufficiently sincere in solving the 
problems that lie in front of us?

N.U.HLT. and Pedagogical 
Qualifications 


Sirn.—The community highly 
indebted to you for your factual and 
reasoned editorial, last week, which 
once again highlighted the problem of 
the present and potential shortage of 
Hebrew teachers. | wish, on behalf 
of the National Union of Hebrew 
Teachers, to comment on certain 
aspects you raised. 

First, the question of certificated day- 
school teachers: while:it is perfectly truc 
that secular training colleges have in 
recemt years had a smaller Jewish intake 
than in the past, this does not mean that 
there is not still a modest reservoir of 
trained teachers available who—with 
acceptable Hebrew and religious qualifica- 
uuons—could add a useful quota to the 
staffing of our part-time centres. But it 
is quite illogical to expect them to be 
attracted to Hebrew teaching when their 


pedagogical qualification and ¢xperience © 


is deliberately played down. The 


N.U.H.T. has never for one moment 
suggested that pedagogy can _ replace 
Jewish knowledge, but it does 


suggest that if the would-be 
teacher has the basic 
make him acceptable 
of a pedagogical qualification is an 
“extra” worthy of some recognition. 
After all, we are talking about teaching. 
| profe ssion where psyc hology and 
methodology must count for something 
or it makes nonsense of the whole thesis 
of education. ‘ 

Secondly, Hebrew teacher training: 
The N.U.H.T. takes its stand on a 
denominational teachers’ training college 
because i considers everything else to be 
a palhative rather than a permanent cure. 
To dismiss the idea as impracticable by 
talking loosely in terms of thousands of 
pounds without producing facts and 
figures to corroborate is merely to baulk 
the and muisiead the community, 
which might well be willing to sponsor 
an imaginative and realistically conceived 
scheme. With the heartening increase in 
Jewish day schools, there will be for the 
first time an opportunity to guarantee full- 
time employment to trainees, and a Jewish 
training college able to offer (possibly in 
conjunction with existing secular colleges) 
a recognised course to include Jewish sub- 
jects could provide a valuable nucleus of 
say, 20 to 25 teachers a year, as well as 
facilities for part-time courses for recruits 
to part-time teaching. Expensive? Cer- 
tainly! But at least more productive than

SMOKED haddock and cod fillets can 
be boiled or baked, and any left over is 
very good rn fish cakes, pies, and puddings 

To Boil. Trim fins and wash in warm 
water.

REGULATIONS FOR 
FOOD HYGIENE 


Our LeGat CORRESPONDENT writes: 

The Food Hygiene Regulations 1955 
in the main came into operation on 
January 1, 1956. They are made 
jointly by the Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries, and Food, and the Minister 
of Health. The regulations impose 
obligations on all who are concerned 
with the sale of food, to see that every 
step is taken in the public interest to 


prevent it from becoming contaminated. 

There are over thirty clauses in the 
regulations, and the Statutory Instrument 
1955. Number 1906, by which the regula- 
tions are promulgated. might well become 
known as “ Operation Hygiene.” They 
put into official language the precept that 
* cleanliness is next to godliness.” 

All who are in any way concerned wih 
the sale of food should in their own 
interests study the regulations carefully. 
The regulations may be obtained at the 
price of 6d. at H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London. It should be pornied 
out that infringement of the regulations 
renders the offender liable to a fine of 
£100 or three months’ imprisonment or 
both. or if the offence is a continuing 
offence to a further fine not exceeding 
£5 for day the offence continucs 
after conviction.

REGULATIONS FOR 
FOOD HYGIENE 


Our LeGat CORRESPONDENT writes: 

The Food Hygiene Regulations 1955 
in the main came into operation op 
January 1, 1956. They are made 
jointly by the Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries, and Food, and the Minister 
of Health. The regulations impose 
obligations on all who are concerned 
with the sale of food, to see that every 
step ts taken in the public interest to 
prevent it from becoming contaminated. 

There are over thirty clauses in the 
regulations, and the Statutory Instrument 
1955, Number 1906, by which the regula- 
tions are ight well become 
known as “ Operation Hygicne. They 
put into official language the precept that 

‘cleanliness is next to godliness. 

All who are in any way concerned wih 
the sale of food should in their own 
interests study the regulations carefully. 
The regulations may be obtained at the 
price of 6d. at H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London. It should be poinied 
out that infringement of the regulations 
renders the offender liable to a fine of 
£100 or three months’ imprisonment or

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MARTYRS’ MEMORIAL 
IN PARIS 


Ready in June 
From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 

Construction work on the Paris 
Memorial to the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr here, which is being sponsored 
by the Centre de Documentation 
Juive Contemporaine, is well 
advanced. It is due to be completed 
next June, and the formal imaugura- 
tion should be held soon after. 

The monument will be in two distinct 
Paris separated by a 60-foot-high wall 
symbolising the ghetto. On one side will 
be a domed crypt containing Auschwitz 
ashes and serving as the Tomb of the 
Unknown Jewish Martyr; on the other, 
will rise a four-storeyed building. The 
top two floors will be given up to a 
museum of Nazi atrocities and will accom- 
modate the offices of the C.J.D.C. The 
two lower floors will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Parisian Jewish community, 
m accordance with an understanding 
reached between the C.J.D.C. and the 
Fonds Social Juif Unifié that the mem- 
orial should, in some degree at least, pay 
honour io the dead by promoung Jewish 
life among the survivors of the holocaust.

POUJADISTS WIN FIFTY-ONE SEATS 
French Antisemites’ Election Success

PARIS 
The French National Assembly 
which has emerged from this week's 
general elections appears to be as 
sickly a Parliamentary body as even 
France has seen in many a long year. 


On the extreme Right Wing sit 5! 
members of the Poujade movement, 
composed largely of malcontent petty 
traders, whose proclaimed purpose is to 
put an end to the Parliamentary régime. 
Their leader. M. Pierre Poujade, who 
did mot stand as a _ candidate, has 
threatened that any of his Deputies who 
try to go their own way ~™ will 
be hanged.” He is generally regarded 
as a neo-fascist, and many of his sup- 
porters are virulent antisemites. 

Among the Poujadists returned to 
Parliament is M. Jean Dides, former 
Police Commissioner for Paris, who was 
dismissed the service for an alleged con- 
spiracy to overthrow the Mendés-France 

overnment and who, after the end of 
the Second World War. helped to set 
up an active Police Department for 
Jewish Affairs which preserved the 
dossiers of the Vichy Commissariat for 
Jewish Questions for current use. 

On the extreme Left Wing are 145 
Communists, who, together with the 
Poujadisis, account for roughly one-third 


of the seats in the new Assembly. The 
remaining two-thirds are divided— 
bitterly §so—between Left-of-Centre 


followers of M. Mendés-France and 
Right-of-Centre supporters of M. Faure. 
Even if, for patriotic reasons, the 
Mendesists and Faurists reconcile them- 
selves to form a coalition, the Govern- 
ment will be highly unstable and the 
Parliamem barely manageable. 

Should M. Mendés-France assume the 
Premiership, whether in conjunction with 
the Faurists or in a “ Popular Front,” 
his Jewishness will make an ideal target 
for the extreme Right Wing. The clection 
campaign was marked, not to say marred, 
by widespread if trivial bursts of anti- 
semitism—by anonymous anti-Jewish 
leaflets and stick-on bills directed chiefly 
against Jewish candidates, and by anti- 
Jewish msults and innuendoes at the 
hustings. 

Jewish Deputies ‘in the new Assembly 
include M. Mendés-France, the leader of 
the Leftish Republican Front; M. Daniel 
Mayer and M. Jules Moch, Socialists and 
both former Ministers; M. Kriegel- 
Valrimont and M. Ginsburger-Villon, 
Communists; and M. Dreyfus-Schmidt 
(Progressive), who ts Chairman of the 
Political Committee of the French 
section of the World Jewish Congress. 
M. Henri Ulver (Gaullist), former 
Minisier of the Budget in the Mendés- 
France Government, lost his seat. 

Poujade is the author of a book, “I! 
Chose Combat.” which is reminiscent of 
Hitler's “Mein Kampf” and which 
contrasts good Frenchmen with 
contemptible stateless persons.” the 
latter term being generally interpreted as 
foreigners and Jews. 


LIBYAN BOYCOTT OF 
ISRAEL

The Libyan Government has 
notified the Arab League of its 
decisjon to establish a special office to 
conduct a boycott of Israel and 
Israeli goods jn line with other Arab 
States. The Director of Customs has 


been appointed as head of the new 
office. 


Simultaneously, nearly all the Arab 
States and Amirates in the Persian Gulf 
have also sent similar notifications of their 
wish to apply the boycott provision and 
their decision to set up local committees 
to co-ordinate the boycott campaign 
against Israel. The Persian Gulf 
Amirates include Bahrein, Oatar, Kuwait. 
the independent Sultanate of Muscat and 
Oman and the Trucial States. 


ARAB ULTIMATUM TO 
FRENCH FIRM

PARIS 

The nationalised Renault works, the 
largest French manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles, have received a warning that 
their exports to the Arab League 
countries will be stopped if current plans 
for the establishment of a Renault car 
assembly plant in Israel are implemented. 
Renault have already concluded a 
contract with the Kaiser-Frazer company 
for the erection of the plant. 

As a sequel to secret negotiations in 
Cairo, Renault have been allowed a year’s 
grace by the Arab League within which 
to cancel their arrangements in Israel. It 
is not known if Renault will accept or 
reject the ultimatum. Its exports to the 
Arab States last year amounted to 
185,000,000 francs (about £185,000). 


DISSOLUTION OF JORDAN 
PARLIAMENT ILLEGAL 


AMMAN 
The Jordan Cabinet has ‘approved a 
decision by the Constitutional Council 
declaring that the dissolution of 
Parliament last month was illegal. It 
has decided to drop plans for new 
elections in April, it is reported here. 
King Hussein dissolved the Lower 
House after the Government fell on the 
question of whether Jordan should join 
the Baghdad Pact.—Reuter)

The Syrian delegate to the United 
Nations has asked Mr. Belaunde
